Parcels not oxceciling 11 ibs, in weight 
are received in Hongkong and at Britisb 
Post Offices in China, for transmission to 
the United Kingdom by P. & O. Packet 
vid Cibraltur. No parcel is sent with the 
Overland Mail vit Brindisi, -Parecls there- 
foro arrive in London abuut eight days later 
than the Mail, Parcels may be sealed, but 
any.parcel, even though ecaled, is liable to 
be opened for examination. 

Parcels must bo posted in Hongkong 
before 3 p.m, on the day before the depar- 
ture of the Mail. Thona. arriving from the 
Coast, &e., uftor this hour are kept for the 
following P. & O. Mail.
